Gilbert »nd Sullivan In Vernacular 

One o( the student organizations 
at the University of Manitoba is 
giving a performance of Gilbert 
and Sullivan's "The Mikado." The 
Manltoban. in order lo aid the av- 
erage patron better to understand 
and appreciate the niceties of the 
producUon (and just incldenUlly, 
of course, to publicize it) is print- 
ing three interpretive articles on 
the comic opera. These articles are 
designed to provide, in language 
and in verbal illustrations that can 
be understood by all. a detailed ex- 
planation of the plot and action of 
"The Mikado" so that patrons might 
not be obliged to overuse their 
cerebrums i or should it be cere- 
bra) in keeping abreast of the 
winding development of the work, 
Uiey being, of course, so unfathom- 
able. 

The little classic in interpretive 
vriting is entitled: 

THE MIKADO 
—An Unexpurgated Treatise

As Nanki finishes his recita- 
tion, Pisf-Tuiti.' a noble -lord, 
pops up and questions Nanki- 
Poo, who in response gives us 
the low-down on Yum Yum. 
IjfeAt l thë i LCompletion of the first of 
nne*tnree articles appears this lit- 
tle appendix: " Well, what will 
Nanki-Poo do now? Don't miss 
Tuesday s exciting episode when we 
meet Yum Yum. . , ." 

Aside to Sir William Schwenck 
Gilbert: Do not stir from your 
sleep, sir. Do not allow yourself 
to b« roused from your hard-earn- 
ed tranquillity to turn over and over 
again.

Former Dean ol Arts Addresses 
Open Meeting

'Reflections on Spirit of 
Man' to Be 
Subject 



Addressing an open meeting 
of the rhilofophic.'^l Sorioty in 
room 44 of tlic Art? Building at 
S.15 this evening will be Dr. 
Charles "W. Hcndcl. former 
Dc&n of the Faculty of Arts .tnd 
Science. Dr. Hendcl, who has 
occupied the Cii.air of Moral 
and Social Philosophy at Yale 
University since leaving McGill 
last year, is visiting thr univer- 
sity primarily in order to ad- 
dress (his meeting. 

Former Dean of McGill. 

Prior to leaving for Yale, Dr. 
Hendel was Professor of Philosophy 
at McGill and Head of the Depart- 
ment of Philosophy in addition to 
occupying the post of Dean. Dur- 
ing the past year, he has been ac- 
tive in endeavouring lo further the 
movement in the United States ad- 
vocating more afficacious aid to 
Britain. 

The address which he plans to 
deliver this evening is substantially 
the same one which he delivered 
before a meeting of the American 
Philosophical Association on the 
occasion of his inauguration as 
President last December. This As- 
sociation is an organization whose 
membership is co.Tipriscd of pro- 
fessors of Philosophy of various 
American colleges. His subject will 
be "Reflections on the Spirit of 
Man" and will include an historical 
survey of the development of great 
ideas.

"Resolved that the Judges of 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
be elected by the electoral sys- 
tem." On Wednesday, the fifth, 
at 3 p.m.. members of the 
Graduate School will debate on: 
"Resolved that it is in the best 
interests of democracy that the 
United States of America enter 
the present struggle against the 
Axis powers." 

The judges will select the best 
team from each year and from 
each faculty. The winners in 
each year will be granted the 
privilege of wearing the Debat- 
ing "A."

"Theodore Roosevelt" was the 
main topic of discu-s-sion «t the 
meeting of the R.V.C. Hi.storical 
Society held last night. Jean Clark 
traced his biography through from 
boyhood and youth, from his en- 
trance into politics to the culmin- 
ation of his career as President of 
the U.S. 

A graduate of Harvard, Theodore 
Roosevelt studied Law for a year 
but gaye it up to enter politics. 
In the political field he early be 
came known for his expansionist 
and imperialist tendencies. The 
Civil War gave him timely pub' 
licity in his capacity as Lieutenant 
Colonel of his own famous Rough 
Riders. From this point he advanc 
ed rapidly from Governor of New 
York State, lo Vice-President, be 
coming President Uirough the death 
of President McKinley. 

As President, he made famous 
the "big stick" policy of American 
politics and ifnperialistic interpre- 
tation of the Munro Doctrine. It 
was during his period of office also 
that plans got under way for the 
Panama Caiiul. In inbny respects 
his career and |)ijliLieg are compar 
able to those of Franklin Roosc 
velt, notably in his preaching of 
military preparedness and his ad- 
vocacy ot universal miliUry train

to Use in Many 
Ways 



Gifts and grants totalling more 
than $20,000 have been accepted on 
behalf ot the University at recent 
meetings of the Board of Gover- 
nors, Of this amount $7,225 was for 
the support of Scholarships, Fel- 
lowships and Prizes, including 
three Fellowships in Chemistry 
provided by the Canadian InduS' 
tries Limited and a Ssholarship for 
postgraduate student in Science 
provided by International Nickel 
Company, 

The work of the Department of 
Neurology and Neurosurgery in the 
Neurological Institute over which 
Dr. Wilder Penfleld is Director was 
furthered by the grant ' of $1,500 
from the Josiah Macy Foundation 
of New York and of $4,800 awarded 
by the Carnegie Corporation for a 
research fellowship in Neuro-path' 
ology. 

Other donations were as follows:

ing his name-^$900.00.

Principal F. Cyril James is plan- 
ning a two weeks tour in which 
he will give a scries of talks to 
various organizations both in Can- 
ada and in the States. 

His first appearance will be at 
Philadelphia on Tuesday, February 
4th, where he will preside at a 
meeting of the American Academy 
of Political and Social Science. 
Senator Athanase David, and John 
MacCormac, the author of "Canada, 
America's Problem," will also 
speak. The subject of the three 
addresses will be "Canada and the 
United States." 

On February 6th, Dr. James, who 
is an outstanding authority on 
money and banking, will address 
the Empire Club of Toronto, in a 
talk entitled "Inflation and War 
Finance." There he will analyse in 
full the proposals and charges made 
by Premier Mitchell Hepburn of 
Ontario that inflation is necessary 
to finance Canada's -war service 
program. 

Continuing his tour. Dr. James 
will meet the local McGill gradu- 
ates at Winnipeg and address the 
Canadian Club of that city.

Confer- 
ence to be helfl in the McGill 
Union on February 8 at 2.30 
p.m. Dr. Deck, wlio is both an 
explorer and a medical mis.aion- 
ary, is known for his work in 
the Solomon Islands in the 
.South Pacific. He is a graduate 
of Sydney University and ha» 
worked with the South Sea 
Evangelical Mission. In 1900 he 
served on a mission ship as en- 
gineer, and later a.? captain. 
Engaged in Experatlon. 
He was engaged in the first ex- 
ploration of the island of RennelL 
Around the large inland lake on 
this island he made important ar- 
chaeological and anthropological 
discoveries of a primitive civiliza- 
tion. This was dangerous work as 
there were both cannibals and 
head-hunters on the islands and 
many Christian Teachers were 
massacred. 

Dr. Deck retired in 1927. He has 
been honored for his work in the 
South Pacific by the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society. Since his retire- 
ment from active missionary work 
he has travelled and lectured and 
conducted conferences in the Brit-

Dr. Charles W. Hendel"? .inival at Mc- 
Gill for a short visit brings back to the uni- 
versity a man who. as a former profcsfor 
and dean of the faculty of Arts and Science, 
was kno\sni to his students as one who 
shared with them at .ill times a full expe- 
rience and a rich perîonality. 

When Dr. Hendel gave up his post at 
McGill last year to take the specially 
created Chair of Moral Philosophy at Yale, 
'Ke left a big gap in the university com- 
munity; for it is rare that, a? a dean, a man 
can draw on both wisdom and ready sym- 
pathy to appreciate the problems of Fresh- 
men and Seniors. The same deep sincerity 
which marked his active interest in student 
problems was evidenced again in that extra 
.eff ort which he gave to his work as a pro- 
fesBor. ...r^ • 

His frieadsriormer students and asso- 
ciates at McGSâ are looking forward to his 
atay with expStatjon, and extend a hearty 
welcome to Qœ^lScm." It is their hope as 
wèll as our83ÎSt' during his short stay, we 
of McGill will once again be able to show 
Mm our appreciation for his splendid past 
■er^'iceB to thetiniversity. 

Dr. Hendel was at McGill for over ten 
years; in fact it was in 1929 that he first 
came here to take the Macdonald chair of 
Moral Philosophy and Chairmanship of the 
Department of Philosophy. In 1937 he was 
appointed dean of the faculty of Arts and 
Science. His last four years at McGill, in 
the dean's office as administrator of the 
faculty, were marked by the energy with 
which he applied himself to faculty and 
student problems alike, at the same time 
continuing with his lectures in the Depart- 
ment of Philosophy. 

Before coming to îiIcGill, Dr. Hendel 
jeceivod his B.Litt. from Princeton in 1913, 
and his Ph.D. in 1917 from the same uni- 
versity. He served for a time with the 
United States forces during the last war 
and then, after a year as an Instructor of 
Philosophy at AVilliam's, returned to his 
Alma Llater with an appointment as an 
aesistant professor. Three years after be- 
coming Associate Professor of Philosophy, 
he came here. 

In 1939, while still at McGill, Dr. 
Hendel was elected to tlie presidency of 
. itjie Eastern Division of the American 
Pjbllosophical Association, a merited 
•honour which McGill feels it may share 
with the "Deau," who, as author of sev- 
,eral recognized works in his own field and 
, a|i authority on the teaching of Jean 
Jacques Rousseau, has become a leading 
figure of contemporarj' social and political 
philosophy. 

Although the "Dean" is making this 
visit primarily to address an open meet- 
ing of the Philosophical Society, we feel 
fiViie that this will also be a long awaited 
ppportunity for mutual renewal of friend- 
jÀipB and old associations. 

Dr. Hendel's time is pre-empted by 
Ikis work at Yale, where he is continuing 
with his research in the field of modern 
philosophy and social and political ethics — 
^^^d incidentally ably promoting the Brit- 
cause in the United States. However, 
Wijj jbppe that he will find otlicr oppor- 
Ituiolties to visit us again in the future, 
iirhea be .will agam receive the welcome

Nor am 1 n long-haired citizen about 
to introduce my barbarian neighbours to the 
mysteries ot Art I am Just a some^vhat real- 
istically minded person seeking the comfort of 
kinship with others of a similar nature. I am 
a lowbrow chatting with other lowbrows upon 
a aubject that is usually reserved for the eso- 
teric circles of the so-called Intelligentsia to 
ponder over and make more esoteric by the ex- 
ercise of thalr unintelligible Intellcctualism. 
That aubject is the modem novel, and I am 
one who wants to rid the whole thing of its 
humbug. 

Lowbrows are, among other things, those 
people from whom the line of duty has kept 
the undeniable pleasure and amazement of be- 
coming fully acquainted with the modern 
novelist and hi* work. Lowbrows aro people 
who read only for what immediate satisfac- 
tion they may find, and either know nothing 
about what they read, or else know quite a bit, 
but are frightened from their opinions by the 
sound and the fury of official tradition and the 
propaganda of snobs and Philistines. 

It ia to both classes of lowbrow that this 
column, which may prove to be weekly, is di- 
rected. To the former I shall try to spread 
what little information may be needed to make 
their reading hours more understandable. For 
the latter I shall attempt to analyze what may 
bo called the "conventional point of view" (If 
anything conventional can Justly be said to be 
the view of the critics in question), and thus, 
perhaps, give mental satisfaction to those who 
would prefer their own common sense opin- 
ions to the tendentious nihilities ot the pre- 
tentious and stupid. 

Whatever I may say in the weeks to come, 
I would like it understood that any similarity 
to, or very obvious dissimilarity from, the ideas 
expressed in any class of English in this Uni- 
versity is purely coincidental. I am neither 
echoing nor criticising, commending or abus- 
ing. I am standlRg apart expressing my own 
opinions, and offering them to other lowbrows 
for whatever they may be worth. 

If you tMnk I get off the track at some 
place or other, let me know.. In the material 
ahead of us there are many opportunities for 
derailment to which calamity, indeed, any- 
one venturing upon a discussion of tho modem 
novel is particularly susceptible. But for all 
of that, I would like to keep running as well as 
possible. We have to divide the general field 
of novels Into particular types, discuss these 
types, discuss authors who are predominately 
one type or another, and when all that is over 
try to develop a scale of values. There is a 
great deal ot material to cover, and many 
places to go wrong. So your criticisms should 
be valuable, I will no doubt say many things 
with which you will violently disagree, but so 
much the better. If this column can be turned 
into a forum of discussion, I will be the last to 
complain. 

So far this hat been all Introduction, and 
you must be as tired of It as I am. So until 
next week then, when we shall get properly 
down to business. ...
